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ABSTRACT 



An examination of enrollnient data for 1973-74 throug_ 
1982-83 at Lane Community College (LCC) ifeveals tlje ' following trend«^^^ 
(1) the total 1982-83 full-time equivalent (FJTE) enrollment was' 
slightly less than one-third above that for 1973-74; (2) the .i^cr^a'sfe 
of non-credit FTE over the 10-year peribd was somewhat greater th^n | 



that for credit programs (44% vs. 29%);. (3) unduplicated student ^ 
he^dcount increased about 20%, though the increase among first-time^| 
students was only a)i)Out 9%; (4) while male ^rollments increased only 
2%, female enrollments increased by 45%; ( 4 )^tii^. number of students 
21 yearsi old or\under increased less than 2%, while those over 61^ 
increased by more than 120%; (5) the number of minority group 
students increased over the decade, but remained relati^ly^mall; 
(6) full-time enrQllments increased by 16%, while part-time 
enrollments increased nearly 27%; (7) enrollments increased by 
.one-third 'ati^ong students taking 1 to 3 units, remained about, the same 
for those taking^4 to S units, increased by 14% for those taking 10 
to 15 units, and increased by 50% for those taking 16 or more units; 
(8) in terms of high schools attended, the greatest increase WiBS seen 
in out-of-district enrollments; and (9) out-of-state enrollments 
increased by 175%. The study report provides graphs, charts and ^ 
tables showing enrollment trends, and provides a detailed^ analysis vof 
these trends.

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TEN-YEAR STDDENT ENRftOIMEMT CHARACTERISTICS

This report covers academic years 1973-74 through. 1982-83. The Source 
docusQent is the Student Enrollment Characteristics Report. Because the more 
available and comparable data are for students in credit programs^ non^radit 
program data are generally not included in this report. In addition^ mos't of 
the tables reflect only fall term data because these data have historically 
been used as indicators of 'Vk characteristics of , our student jpopulation« 
Total PTE data* have 'been avaiTable since the college opened in 1964, thus 
these are reported in their e«itirety in Table 1 and are shown in Figure 1. 

Overall, the comparison of student enrollment characteristics data between 
1^73-74 and 1982-83 tends to show considerably less variation over the decade 
than was- the case in the preceding ten-year report. ^"This difference is,due-to 
the striking changes in the enrolljnent data between 1972-73 and 1973-74. In, 
that one year there was nearly a 25% increase in total credit program enroll- 
ment andean increase of almost 40% in first-time students. This increase was 
principally in terms of older student^ , involved a relatively high percentage 
of part-time s^dents, and included a markedly'greater number of students from 
outside the Eui^lbe-Springf ield area. * 

The co^arison of 1982-83 student enrollment characteristics data with those 
of a decade earlier reveals the following generajL find4.ngs (relating, with the 
exception of the first two, to fall enrollihents of credit program sttidents) : 

* The total 1982-83 FTE was slightly less than one-third above that for 
' 1973-74.- . ' - ' 

* The increase of non-credit FTE over the ten-year period was somewhat 
greater than tha,t for credit pr^ram FTE; 44% compared with 29%. 



In terms of the unduplicated headcount of students in credit programs, 
the total increased about 20%. , The increase among first-time students, 
l^cvever, wa^ only about 9%. 

The increase of malj students over the period was less than 2%, while^ 
female student enrollments increased 45%. 



The number of students 21 ye£^s old or under increased less than 2%, 
those 22-61 increased nearly one-third , and the 62' and over group 
increased by mo r^ than 120%. 

The number of students in ethnic groups other tlian Caucasian continued to 
remain re'latively small during the decade. Of those listing ethnic bacly^ 
.ground in 1982-83 (88% of the total), percentages for principal nori- ^ 
Caucasian ethnic groups ranged from 1% for Blacks to nearly 3% for 
Orientals. There were, however^ some marked changes over the decade with 
respect to the absolute percentages of some groups. The 'numl>er of 
Orientals increased 300%, Native Americans increased over 50%, Blacks 
decreased by nearl^ '^ne-third, while Chicanes 'showed a moderate 13% 
increaF#. jfiy^jM^ i period, the number of '^nc?* Ian sttidents increa)^ed 
le6£ ^^-^tKl^Bj^KiP^^SiBedi in lercentf*^ 0rc ^|^||r 93%. 
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Those engaged in £ull-tlne stiKJy increased al>otit 16% while part-time \ 
students ^creaaed ^nearly 21%.

With respect to Student course load, the greatest changes %rere a t^ the l^ower > 
and upper XeveXa. Those taking 1-3 hours increased one-third, and those 
taking. 16 or more hours increased over^50%. The number of those taking 
hours remained about the same bver the ten-year period vfaile those' taking 
10-15 hours increased abobt 14%; ^ • . o ' \ Vv 

* In terms of "High School Attended," the number , of those from ?ugene-,y » ' \^\^ 
Springfield schools increased only 3%, those from other LCC district 
scht>ols increased 1 1%, and those from out-of-district lnc]:;^ased almost on^- 
third. • • • ' ; \ 

* Relative to students' permanent address at time of enrollment, t^p8e froni^ \ 
I^ne Coxinty increased about 13%, those from other Oregon counties increased 
nearly 16%, but the number from out-of-state increased almost 175%; I . \^ 

The followiiig are specific f indingeiiand observations regarding the student 
enrollment data from 1973-74 to 19W-83 including appropriate trend anaiy^sis. . 

1. STUDENT FTE ENROLLMENT (Tables 1 and 2, Figure^ 1) . '■,'::\-. Tk; 

a. Although "Total FTE" enrollment was, in 1982-83, still 32% higher than 
in 1973-74, It was 5% under that of the previous year and 7% below 

* 1980-81 . ^ 

b. In terms of "Reimbursable FTE" enrolOment, J 982-^83 show^ a 32% ^/ 
increase frpm 1973-74, with a decrease f^om 1981-82 figures of 
about 4%,^ and a 5% drop from 1980-81. v —

c. "Credit FTE" enrollment in 1982-83 was 29% ahead of 1973-74, and was 
exceeded over Ihe ten-year period^ only in 1981-82 and then it was le^s 
than 1.5% higher. 

^ d. "Non-Credit FTE" enrollment in 1982-83 was, while ^nearly 44% higher 
than in 1973-74, down over 14% from the previous year and about 27% 
below the 1980-81 figures. 

2. UNDUPLICATED HEADCOUNT OF STUDENTS lil CREDIT PR0GRA|*S (Table 3)^ 

a. There were .7,920 students enrolled in LCC credit programc in fall tepn 
1982-83. This was over 20% more than in 1973-74, but nearly 6% fewer 
than inMaai-82, and the lowest enrollment since 1978-79.

b. The number of students still in their f ir^f year at 'LCC during fall 
(f^ term 1982-83 (70% of the total credit enrollment) was abotit 9% higher 

than the comparable group in 1973-74. This number was, however, more 
than 10% less than that in 1981-82.

a.' In toto/ non-Caucasian ethnic- groupfi^^inideiup^ess than 7% of the 

credit studeYit enrollment in -4^^-83, about the same as in 1981-82 and 
up slightly from 1973-74. 

/b./ These minority groups, with the "exception of "Oriental," decreased 
both in 'numbers and relative percentages between 1981-82 and 1982- 
^ ' 83,, The size of the "Oriental"^^oupy5rrew from 0.7% in 1973-74 to

c. In absolute terms, thfe "Oriental" group increased 35% between 1981-82 
and. 1982-83 and was- --rin the "latter y^ar — nearly three, times bigger 
than in "1973-^74. In contrast, between 1981-82 anid 1982-83, the 
"Indian" group decreased 24%, "Chicano" 19%, and "Blac)^ 15%. It was ' 
.only the "Black" group*, hdwever, that decreased over the ten- year 
period. During the decade the "Black" group decreased 31% while 
"Chicano" was up 13% and "Indian" inqreased 55%. 

FULL/PART-TIME STATUS OF STUDENTS. IN CREDIT PROGRAMS (Tables 8 & 9, 

a. Both full-time and part-time student enrollment db<||reased in 1982-83, 
but the part-time decrease was the greater (10% to 3%). tn 1982-83 
full-time students mide' up 60% of ^ the total enrollment, up from 58% 
the previous year. This was the highest -^felative percentage of full-

b. Over the ten-year period the increase in part-time enrol 1 t^^s exo^frled 
that of full-time students 27% to 16%. 1982-=83 was, however, the 
f^rst year since 1978-79 in which a decrease in the number of full- 
time students occurred. In this four-year period, part-time enroll- 
ment decreased 4% while full-time enrollment increased 15%.

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. c. When the factor of sex is considered with respect to fxill/part-time 
^ statu^-HTable 9 and Figure 4), the follo%fing additional findings are 
of note : * > 

(1) ^ Percentages of both fxill-time males and full-time femalos in 

^ relation to same-sex totals continued, in 1982-83, to show an 

Increase as they had since 1980-81. In 1982-83, full-tune 
males made up nearly two- thirds of all enrolled males, and 
full-time females comprised 54% of the femaler total.

(2) All four of the factor comparisons detailed in Table 9 showed 

• decreases between 19CT-8? and 1982-83 with virtually no differ- 
r ence existing, between males and feciales in either student 
status grouping. 

(3) Relatively large sex-related differences over the ten-year 

' period existed in relatibn to full/part-time status* Both male 
and female part-time groups increased more than did their" full- 
time counterparts. But whereas the part-time male group 
increased 21% compared with a letfs than 2% full-time male 
increase, the cOTiparison of part-time to f\ill-time female 
groups was 52% to 40%. •

a. A collapsing of cell data In Table 10 shows that while the mmiber of 
studenlis taking 1-6 credit hours decreased 15% between 19Brrft2 and 
1982^83, over the ten-year period the number increased nearly one- 
. quarter. The size of the 7-12 credit-hour group increased about 5% 
both in the previous i«ar and over ten years. T^iose taking 13-20 
hours decreased nearly 7% in the one-year period, but increased. 28% 
over ten years. And the number of students taking over 20 hoMn 
while relatively small (3.3% of the total), incr«|iirid 29% in thTb 
, year and over 46% in the tenryear period. 

"S?^ Further collapsing of the cells to a 1-12, 13 and up dichotomy 
reveals the following:'^ ^ 

( 1 ) Comparison of relative petcentao^es across the one- year and ten- 
yaar spans shows a small but consistent increase in the percen- 
tage of those taking, 13 credit hours or more (from 42% In 1973- 

*74 to 45% in 1982-83). Most of this increase Ws attri}>utable^ 
to the increase of students taking 16-20 hours. 

(2) Correspondingly, the regular decrease in the percentage of 
those taking 12 hours or less is largely, accounted for by the 
overall decrease in the number of those taking 7-9 hours. 

c. The relative percentage of students taking 4-15 hours, while 
slightly higher in 1982-83 than in 1981-82, decreased from 68% 
62% over the ten-year period. ' 



r. ENROLLMENT BY HIGH SCHOOL ATTENDED CREDIT PROGRAMS (Tabl^ 11) 

a. In 1982-J33, students from Eugene-Springfield high schools made up 
one-quarter of the total, barely more than in the previous year, and ^ 
about 4% less than in 1973-74. Higl^ schools from the remaindei^ of 
the LCC district provided 16% of th^^ total in' 1982-83. This was 
slightly more than in 1981-82, , and a bit less than in 1973-74. A 
majority of the students in 1982-83, 59% came froow schools outside 
the district. The number from 'out-of-district schools has. increased' 
almost one-third over the ten-year period, but decreased hy over 9% 
from 1981-82. ' 

b. The overall decre^ase in students between 1981-82 and. 1982-83 is 
largely accounted^- for by the decrease in the number of students from 

out-of-district high schools.

9. , ENROLLMENT BY PERMANENT ADDRESS - CREDIT PROGRAMS (Table 12) 

a. The number of out-of-state students continues to be oniy a small 
part of the total student enrollment, 6%, with 77% coming from^Lane' 
County and the remaining 17% from other Oregon counties. This 
number continues, however, the increase that began in 1980-81. 
While this group has increased 1 75% over ten years, ilfe has shown an 
even greater increase, (179%) since 1979-80. 

b. In 1982-83 the relative percentage of students from Lane^)unty 
increased for the first time in six, y ears, thus stemming ff.slide* of 
more than 12% during the preqi|MHM 




c. Between 1981-82 and 1982-83, tlSWiumber of students from Lane County 
decreased about 5% whil0 the number of those from other Oregon 
counties decreased py more than 22%.
